Report of the Library Trustees. 


OO 


There have been added to the brary during the current year 80 
volumes, all purchased from the regular appropriation except the 
histories of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth regiments, which were 
donated by the state. ‘The increasing appreciation of the library 
is shown in a very gratifying manner by its steadily growing patron- 
age, the number of volumes issued being ro per cent. greater than 
in any year previous. ‘There has been a decrease in the number 
of new books, the change in the town’s proportion of the public 
taxes causing a reduction of the appropriation. ‘The progress of 
the library has been continuous and we believe compares well with 
others dependent upon the stated support required by the state. 
Many of our sister towns have, however, been the fortunate 
recipients of memorial or other funds by which the usefulness of 
their libraries has been greatly augmented. 

Perhaps there is no one idea more universally accepted by the 
best thought of the world than that of the beneficent value of the 
public library. The philanthropist finds nowhere a richer or more 
satisfactory opportunity to benefit his fellows than in the endow- 
ment of such institutions, and it is to be hoped the time may not be 
distant when the suggestion embodied here may appeal to 
some friend of Stratham to emulate the spirit of such public bene- 
factors as Weeks of Greenland, Nichols of Kingston, and others.

Miss Mabel A. Mathes, who had taught the entire previous year, 
again entered this school, eyincing a great personal interest in all 


tas 


that made for the weal of her thirty-five pupils, only two of whom 
the register shows to have been over twelve years of age. 

The children were keenly appreciative of their teacher’s kindly 
regard, and with great harmony existing between them the standard 
of the preceding terms was easily maintained. 

During the summer vacation Miss Mathes resigned her position 
in order to accept one nearer home, and Miss Edna B. Snell, of 
Lee, was chosen to fill the vacancy. 

A lady of easy manners, good address, a graduate of New Hamp- 
shire College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, and with an ex- 
perience of eleven successful.terms teaching in a neighboring town, 
the School Board considered it wise to select her from the many 
applicants. 

She was able to take up the school work with a good acquaint- 
ance of its detail, and although necessarily laboring under some 
disadvantages was untiring in her efforts to promote the interests 
and efficiency of the school, but at the Thanksgiving recess her 
resignation was also accepted. 

At this critical juncture the School Board were most fortunate in 
securing the services of Miss Ida M. Slack, an old and fayorite 
teacher. 

This being Miss Slack’s twenty-second term in the Stratham 
schools, further comment would seem unnecessary, but it gives 
us pleasure to add that her discipline eradicated some bad habits 
previously indulged in by the pupils, and a healthy tone of inter- 
course was established between them and their teacher. 

Thoroughness was insisted upon and the school became bright 
and progressive. 

We were not surprised at the result evidenced at our last visit, 
when we found this a model school in the hands of one of. the 
most successful teachers Stratham has ever known. 


DIVISION NO. 2. 


Miss Myra Hayes has just completed her fourth year of teaching 
in this Division, so the pupils have been able to profit by what- 
ever advantage might accrue to them from the continuous service 
of the same teacher, The comments made on her work two years 


oD 


since are still applicable. Improvement in reading and penman- 
ship was especially noticeable, and we are able to say there was no 
diminution of substantial progress in the other studies during the 
year just closed. | 

Teacher and pupils have evidently exercised much care in keep- 
ing the new school building free from blemish. 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Miss Helen R. Jamieson has had charge of this school for eight 
consecutive terms, and her work has been constant, earnest and 
practical. . 

The energy and industry manifested by teacher has been re- 
produced in pupil, and steady advancement has been made until 
she and her school stand second to none. 

That the amount of good a wide-awake, thorough teacher can 
accomplish cannot be over-estimated is well illustrated in this 
school, and Miss Jamieson merits all the praise which parents and 
pupils bestow upon her. 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


During the spring and fall this school was continued under the 
instruction of Miss Florence E. Rollins, who had_ successfully: 
taught the last two years. 

At the beginning of the year attention was called to some de- 
fects in order and general discipline, and these being immediately 
rectified there was no subsequent lack of respectful deference and 
prompt obedience. Diligence and faithfulness distinguished the 
teacher’s work, interest and alacrity was displayed by the pupils 
in performing their various duties, and the school continued to 
progress with unabated rapidity until illness compelled Miss Rol- 
‘lins to resign at the close of the Christmas vacation. 

Miss Susie O. French, of this town, a graduate of the Robinson 
Seminary and also of its Normal department, taught the winter 
term. She brought to the school the advantage of some experience 
in teaching, and performed her duties with a conscientious regard 
for the dignity of her calling. Sparing no effort to perfect disci- 
pline or instruction, commanding and receiving the respect of her 
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pupils, the school was a good one in every particular and afforded 
abundant proof of Miss French’s ability to ‘‘teach well and to goy- 


ern wisely.’ 
GENERAL REMARKS. 


For the last twenty-five years reform has been the watchword 
with all educators. 

Some of the most scientific thought, and much that we deem not 
so scientific, has been directed to teaching. 

In this struggle to secure for our youth the culture of scholarship, 
it would seem that the idea of training the morals and building of 
character, has sometimes been lost sight of, not only in our com- 
mon schools but in the higher institutions and national schools. 

Says a noted educator in one of our large cities: ‘The need of 
our schools to-day is not so much a higher rank in scholarship as a 
higher rank in morals.” 

Knowledge, without character, is a dangerous weapon. 

All the common virtues need to be inculcated in the school and 
the twentieth century will demand that a useful code of morals be 
taught, which will fasten upon the pupil at the very commencement 
of his mental life those principles that will develop qualities which 
go to make up the best, most efficient men and women. 

There is nothing so sharp and bright as the public sentiment of 
the public school. Generally it knows whether the teacher is a 
sham or a true woman, who exerts that beneficent compulsion on 
the will of the pupil, which causes him to do his work thoroughly, 
cultivates manliness and makes for everything that is noble, but we 
would respectfully suggest to parents that personal inspection is to 
be chiefly relied upon in determining accurately the status of any 
school. 

Absenteeism has been a drawback upon the usefulness of our 
schools. For the future welfare of the children it should be re- 
duced to the lowest possible limit. | . 

We would like to ask what teacher can successfully teach a pupil 
who is absent on an average two days each week? 

It is deplorable that a few so lightly value their school privileges 
as to be absent for trivial causes, or upon a mere whim or caprice. 

It were well if parents and others could be brought to recognize 
the fact that it is just as necessary for a successful scholar to attend 
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regularly to his business, as for a successful farmer or merchant to 
his ; and that they will do the child the greatest possible good by 
insisting on prompt, regular attendance at school. Sickness should 
be the only valid excuse for non attendance. 

Music is coming to be regarded as an essential in the country as 
well as the city school, where it has so long formed a part of the 
course of study. ‘The past year it has been ably taught by Mrs. 
Leavitt for one hour each week in each school, and her work has 
been supplemented by a few minutes daily practice in théir respec- 
tive schools by the different teachers. 

We were able to judge of the success of the undertaking by the 
interest and unusual enthusiasm of the several schools during the 
music hour, even the smallest having an eye to business. 

There has been for some time a complaint from teachers, of the 
coldness in winter of the schoolroom in Division 1, and it would 
seem that something ought to be done in the near future to make 
it more comfortable. 

All school buildings need painting. 

In closing this report we would say that every parent does much 
toward helping or hindering the efficiency of our schools by the in- 
fluence they exert over their children, and we feel to thank them 
for the very general co-operation with teachers to secure good 
schools. 

We cannot help expressing to the teachers our assurance that 
we realize it has required much patience and tact to accurately 
discern just how and when to extend to pupils the helping hand, so 
that they might receive the largest benefits from such helpfulness, 
without destroying their self reliance, and we would say that much 
credit is due them for the cordial manner in which they have ac- 
cepted all suggestions relative to their work. 

The school is valuable only as the pupil makes use of it, and we 
are free to admit that we have been impressed throughout the year 
by the large number of especially bright boys and girls who have 
‘used every available opportunity for advancement, and shown un- 
bounded kindness and respect to teachers and School Board.
